Wushe County's Delinquency. 


Waahoo's delinquent list will foot up 


$6,596 04 for thia year. Of this amount 
the V. & T. B. B. represents $4,926 90, 
leaving a balance of $1,669 14, which 
includes double assessments, deduo 
tions and polls, aa well as a few who 
did not show up at the Captain's office. 


The Bureau of Statistics of 


Treasury Department has issued a 
statement of the principal articles of 
export for the month of November. 
The total value of these exports was 
$82,323,689, an increase over October 
of more than $5,000,000 and of $6,000,000 
over October, 1896. 
The increase over 


November, 1895, is $22,000,000, and over 
November, 1894, $24,000,000. The in- 
crease is due to large exports of corn, 
oats, rye and wheat. 


The abundant wheat crop in the 


United States this year and the failure 
of grain crops in the principal grain 
growing countries of the old world has 
been a boon to the farmers and trans- 
portation companies of the country. 
It has enabled the farmers of Kansas, 
Nebraska, the Dakotas and other grain 
growing States east of the 
Bocky 


Mountains, and of California, Oregon, 
Washington and to a less extent in Ne- 
vada, to reduce their indebtednese by 
paying off notes, mortgages and other, 
obligations, and given an impetus to. 
many other industries by getting more 
money in circulation. 
Though the 


prices received by the farmers were 
not as high as in 1S91, they were much 
better than at any previous time for 
five or six years past. The great grain 
crop and the foreign demand for the

Dr. BergetBin'8 lleply to Mr. Wood's 


Charges; 


Tbe following has been received and 


filed at tbe otfice of tbe Clerk of the 
Board of Commissioners for the Indi- 
gent Insane: 


KENO, Nev., December 11,1897, 


To the Honorable, the Board, of Com- 


missioners for the care of the Indigent In- 
sane, Carson City, Nevada:—GENTLEMEN 
—In reply to the charges made by H. 
Wood, I deny. 


1st. 
That certain employes or any 


employe of said Hospital acting under 
my specific' orde?s threw into the 
Truckee"river or into ditches or flames 
debouching into said river the brains 
of certain deceased persons, patients in 
said Hospital at the ' time of their de- 
mise, upon whose remains I had made 
antopeiep. 


2d. I deny that tbe remains of S. W. 


T.iomaa "Were kept iu the morgue at 
tbe Hospital awaiting burial, until the 
aaid remains were in an advanced state 
of decomposition, or until the odor was 
BO offensive that it was difficult for 
the employes of said 
Hospital to 


properly handle [said remains; and I 
aasert that said remains were buried 
within thirty-six hours after tbe death 
of saidS. W. Thomas. 


And Lfurther say that'to H. \Vnod,T 


the Supervisor, was assigned the burial 
Of the dead nnd if there was any neglect 
of duty it was his. 


In conclusion, having fully denied 


the charges of said Henry Wood, I re- 
spectfully ask the Board, if they deem 
the charges worthy of investigation, to 
fix as early a day as practicable for a 
hearing upon said charges. 


I respectfully ask tbe Board that

E. Marra of Beckwith arrived last 


evening and reported that the town o 
Vinton in Sierra Valley,, three miles 
west of Beckwith Pass, was the ecene 
of a terrible affray at about three 
o'clock^ yesterday morning in which 
Tony Lompy, the proprietor of the 
Vinton Hotel, was nearly brained, hia 
bar keeper, whose name conld not be 
learned, probably fatally stabbed ane 
a third person who was Bitting in ihe 
bar-room seriously wounded by a atray 
bullot." 


The particulars are meagre und are 


given as reported. Lou Jones, a well 
known young man of Sierra Valley, 
with a couple of companions entered 
the saloon of Lompy and demanded 
the loan of $5, Lompy declined to lend 
the money and then Jones told the 
bar-keeper to set up the drinks. The 
latter told him that he had enough 
liquor already and to go away and 
sober up. This displeased Jones and 
his associates and words followed and 
Jones assaulted the bar-tender draw- 
ing a knife and stabbing him several 
times. Mr. Lompy interfered and put 
Jones out of the house, but he re- 
tnrnod in a moment armed with a 
wagon spoke with which he struck Mr. 
Lompy across the head splitting his 
skull almost in twain. At this moment 
a friend of the two men who were sore- 
ly wounded and lying on the floor, 
rushed in at a side door and attempted 
;o shoot Jones, but in his excitement 
fired wildly and the ball struck a man 
who was sitting in the rear of the sa- 
loon, causing a seriouo wound. 


Jonef, after seeing what ho had done, 


rushed out and mounted his horse and 
escaped. Mea°engers were dispatched 
•o Beckwith for physicians and offi- 
cers. The physicians have no hope of 
saving Lompy as his ekull is terribly 
crushed and the bar-keeper is in a dan- 
geroos condition and not expected to 
live. Jones was last seen at Chat and 
t is believed that ha came into Beno 
on last evening's N-O-O. but up to a 
late hour the officers had riot seen 
rim.

The wnter had the correct idea, al- 


though its practical application was 
clumsy and he was a long time in reach- 
ing it The best and only way to escape 
colds is to meet the causes that produce 
them and not to run from them. 


Let the body be hardened by a cold 


sponge bath or even a cold plunge, fol- 
owed by brisk 
rubbing with a 


•scratchy" towel, every morning 
Let 


the clothing be adapted to the Eeacon, 
though always as light as possible, but 
jeep the neck uncovered—no turned up 
coat collar, no muffler, no boa. Never 
let the temperature in the house rise 
above 70 degrees in the winter 
Air 


every room systematically every day, 
no matter what the outdoor temperature 
may be. Always have fresh air in the 
bedroom. There is nothing poisonous in 
"night air," popular belief to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 


In a word, don't be always afraid of 


catching cold, don't coddle, but meet 
cold and wet and changes of tempera- 
ture like a man, or rather like a horse, 
and you will then run a better chance 
of being as strong as a horse 


Of course you must strengthen your 


armor where it is weak, but if you rec- 
ognize m yourself a weak place, a "cold 
spot," don't co-ver it up with moie 
clothes, but toughen it and toughen 
your entire body until it is one homo- 
geneous resistant whole —Youth's Com-
